HE PROFESSIONAL OCCUPA- 
tions, academic honors and 
personal interests which mark ~the 
eareer of Dr. Bruce Partridge prom- 
ise a great deal for his incumbency 
of the presidency of the University 
of Victoria. Coming from four years 
of senior: service at Johns Hopkins 
‘University in Baltimore, with high 
recommendations, following 16 years 
of administrative duties in other 
educational institutions, he has a 
wealth of experience in the organi- 
zation and financing of universities. 
Such qualifications will be of par'- 
ticular value .to -the University of 
Victoria at this time, for the Gor- 
don Head campus is reaching a 
crucial ‘point in its rapid rise. There 
appears to be'no slackening of the 
annual increase in students—on the 
contrary—and the prospect of ser- 
jous overcrowding looms, unless a 
greatly augmented supply of capi- 
tal and operating funds is forthcom- 
ing. 

Added to this basic problem, 
common to almost every Canadian 
university, is another of equally 
wide concern. That is the new era 
of undergraduate involvement, which 
calls for a greater student voice in 
all affairs of the university and a re- 
orientation of studies to meet new 
student needs. Some of the student 
demands are valid, some are exorbi- 


—tant from the viewpoint of the con- 


tinuing purposes.and needs of a_uni- 


» versity. -But all should be given con- 


sideration and reasoned answers, 
and the great majority of students 
may be expected to respond with 
understanding. 


Learning 


Any president, taking es of 


the University of Victoria in its pres- -. 


ent stage of development, must in- 
evitably exert a very important in- 
fluence’ on the whole trend _ of its 
evolution. These are foundation 
years, and what is built into the aca- 
demic structure at this time will do 
much to set its character for many 
years to come. 


The establishment of new schools 
in nursing, social welfare, perhaps 
law and other professional areas; 
the development of the college sys- 
tem of partition of the,s student body 
within the larger university “sphere, 
the trend of graduate studies, the 
possibility of. affiliation with still 
other projects such as oceanographic 
institutes, business and political ad- 
ministration—all these factors will 


_ determine the character of the uni- 


versity which Victoria is-to have in 
the future. A major decision as to the 
maximum size of the institution 
must also be made before long, as 
well as a broad choice of emphasis 
on technical or academic pursuits. 


Dr. Partridge—although acting 
in conjunction with the board of 
governors, the senate, the faculty 
and the students—to say nothing of 
alumni, government and public in- 
fluences—will therefore play a vital 
role in setting the pace and the pat- 
tern of the local_university. He 
comes to his new assignment with 
an excellent record. The whole 
community should extend a friendly 
welcome when he takes over his of- 


~ ficial duties next July. 


The Carter Report Again 


IKE MANY ANOTHER ROYAL 
commission report. before it, the 
Carter Report on taxation was as- 
sumed to have. been relegated to 
gather dust on a shelf in Ottawa. 
Few politicians have shown much 
public enthusiasm for the wide-rang- 
ing, reform-minded findings of the 
commission since they were pub- 
lished almost two years ago.’ But 
now, almost suddenly, the Carter 
Report is back in the news. with 
mounting evidence that some of its 
recommendations will be implement- 
ed by the government. 

The direction was pointed by 
Finance Minister Benson’s first bud- 
get last month which appears to 
have been based partly on the Car- 
ter philosophy=.And it is forecast 
that further propdsals in the report 
will be adopted in atax reform bill 
next . year. Dominion Securities 
Corporation of Toronto has been 
comparing the Qctober budget with 
the Carter Report and. concludes 
that it “seems to imply” that-the 
government will not slavishly follow 
the commission proposals but. that 
it “may well introduce the major 
parts. of those proposals.” 

The most controversial recom- 


mendation of the: Carter Report 
was for a capital gains tax at full 
income tax rates. Dominion Secur- 
ities predicts that Ottawa has de- 
cided to implement a-tax on capital 
gains, but_at possibly lower rates 
so as not to discourage investment. 
‘Another Carter proposal is to reduce 
the 80 per cent income tax maxi- 
mum to 50 per cent, a possible gov- 
ernment move which was presaged 
by the $120 ceiling on last month’s 
income tax increase. Changes in 
the estate and gift taxes in the new 
budget also moved in the direction 
of the Report. 

The government may intend to 
take what it considers best from the 
Report, with considerable modifica- 
tions. This would be a reasonable 
course of action but there are some 
possible pitfalls. It has been argued 
that some of the Carter proposals 
are impractical, such as inclusion of 
all sources of income, no matter how 


_small, on tax forms. Enforcement 


svould requirean army-of snoopers 
and create a‘ bureaucratic night- 
mare. Nevertheless, the Carter Re- 
port was based on the principle of 
equity; and much of it may be used 
as a guideline to the future.

We tend to think of the impact of our techno- 
legieal-eivilization- on-the-planet -in-terms. of '.rge- 
scale effects—traffic, roads, sprawling cities, deep 
mines, intensive agriculture, clouds of smoke and 
fumes, huge dams and power stations. ¥ 


But we owe our survival on earth to much 
subtler phenomena—biological processes of delicate 
complexity in which small shifts and changes can 
have slow, unforeseeable but sometimes catastro- 
phic. consequences. ¥ 


Consider, for instance, the alarming story of the impact* 


of asbestos, In 1924, a Dr. W. E. Cooke performed an autopsy 
on_a 33-year-old woman who had died of lung disease. From 
the age of 13 she had worked in an asbestos factory. 

The doctor found curious yellowish particles in her 
severely damaged lungs, and suggested that asbestos dusts 
were a health hazard. Following a Home Office investigation, 
legislation was passed in 1931 making’ asbestosis a recognized 
occupational disease, ahd requiring better dust suppression 
and ventilation in the asbestos textile industry. 

For a while, nothing much more happened. Then in 1955 
Dr, Richard Doll, of the Medical Research Council,

demonstrated that men who had worked 20 years’in a Jarge 
asbestos textile factory were 11 times more liable to lung 
cancer than the_population as a whole: 


Since then, a mountain of evidence has accumulated to 
underline the long-term hazards of inhaling asbestos fibres: 
this. silica-containing mineral is practically indestructible, and 
remains apparently permanently lodged in the lungs. 

In 1910, world production was 30,000 tons a year; today it 
is four million tons. It is used. for roofing and tiling, 
insulation, filling in plastic tiles, ironing-board covers, 
building boards, pipes, fireproof draperies, brake and clutch 
linings, paints, plasters and myriad other products. 


There are signs that not only workers in asbestos 
factories are at risk, but people handling asbestos vn building 
sites, or even those who merely live near asbestos factories 
or mines. One fatal luhg condition, called mesothelioma, can 
be associated with inhalation of asbestos fibres 20 or more 
years earlier. 


There is also a possibility that asbestos affwplifies the 
hazards of smoking—possibly because the asbestos absorbs 
cancer-producing agents from the cigarette smoke. Two 
doctors writing, recently in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association recommended that ‘asbestos workers 
who do not smoke should never start, and those who do 
should stop immediately,"’ 


Inhale Asbestos Fibres 


It is probably impossible to go through life in a modern 
city without inhaling some asbestos fibres. Little is known 
about the minimum dase needed to produce-a measurable 
tealth hazard. 

It may be 25 years before the effects. of current asbestos 
inhalation will be apparent. Yet without asbestos, industrial 
civilization would be severely crippled, for a time at least. 

Not much can be done beyond controlling exposure as 
closely as possible, and carefully watching the health of 
people working regularly with this mineral. 

A great many other substances have been released into 
the environment which were previously locked up in the 
earth, or did not exist in nature at all. Measurements of snow 
samples taken near the Poles have indicated that there fs 10 
times more lead in the atmosphere today than 200 years ago. 

It comes from lead smelting, and more recently: from 
anti-knock compounds in petrol. Measurements in Los Angeles 
show an average concentration of lead in the air 50 times 
that in rural areas, ‘and possibly 5,000 times that existing in 


Middle Ages to do people in by stealth. There is no evidence 
that it is doing anybody in now, and careful studies suggest 
that concentrations in people’s bodies are still sgme way 
below danger levels.

Meanwhile, we have all been accumulating more exotic 
poisons, notably the persistent pesticides like DDT, which are 
now found traces even in the bodies of Antarctic penguins. 
Here again, the present levels appear to be well below what 
might be hazardous, and in Britain we can take some cold- 
hearted comfort from the fact that any new chronic effects 
are likely to show up first in workers engaged in anti- 
malarial campaigns in tropica] regions, who are exposed to 
Mich larger doses. ia 

Nevertheless, tthe possibility of nasty surprises is 
underlined by the fate of the peregrine falcon: These are the 
end of a biological ‘‘food chain’’—they are particularly fond 
of pigeons, which may-in turn’ concentrate pesticides by 
eating treated seeds. 


Pesticides Kill Birds - 


Both in the United States and Western Europe 
populations of peregrine falcons and other birds of prey have 
crashed in recent years, and their decline ig associated with 
the introduction of persistent pesticides. 


There is now evidence that the pesticides upset liver 
functioning and calclum metabolism, leading to thinner egg- 
shells which are pecked and eaten by the parent birds, with 
disastrous effects on their numbers. On present trends, some 
of these species will soon be extinct in Western Europe and 
the United States. This is a dramatic example of the queer 
and wholly unexpected effects of releasing an exotic chemical 
into the environment. 


wnae 


Some less exotic chemicals which for some years have 
been generously sprinkled on farmers’ fields are now showing 
signs of backfiring on the environment. Increasing numbers 
of Jakes and reservoirs are now’ “dying,” through excess 
loads of nitrates and pt.osphorous: dompounds deriving from 
sewage and from fertilizers washed off fields. 

Most of the phosphates originate in detergents, and 
emerge in. sewage effluents. Nearly half the nitrogen 
compounds are washed off fields, which are being dosed with 
twice as much nitrate fertilizer as 10 years ago. 

These substances can lead to explosive growth of water 
plants, often blue-green algae which can release toxic 
substances poisonous to fish. Decaying plant matter 
consumes all the oxygen in the water, which becomes lifeless 
and often foul-smelling. 

This process of ‘‘eutrophication” has overtaken at least 
40 lakes in Europe and the United States. Excess nitrate in 
drinking water can also be hazardous, especially to babies,

Than Illusive Dates

Some members of Canada's Parliament 
believe this country should expand its 


recognition of our history. John Roberts, wh 


is a Liberal. member fot 
York Simeoe, suggests that 
goal might be approached 
by giving the Historic Sites 
and Monuments Board—on 
which former Times man 
Jim Nesbitt is British 
Columbia's representa- 
tive-more leeway. He 
would take: the board out 
from under the Depart- 
ment of Indian Affairs and 
Northern _ Development, 
place it_under the secretary of state, give it 
more money, enlarge its membership, prob- 
ably with the addition of architectural experts, 
and, on a national basis, include communities, 
perhaps parks, as sites suitable for recognition. 

He is supported by such men as—Barry 
Mather, the serious former Vancouver Sun 
humorist who is now an NDP member for 
Surrey. 

They speak, respectively, of the excellence 
of the Ontario government's assembly of 
“Upper Canada Village’ and British Colum- 
bia's restoration of. Barkerville, though Mr.

Interferon has been used 
before to protect animals 
against virus infection—with 
the interferon used after virus 
infection but before onset of 
disease. 

Interferon is hard to garner, 
however, and has to be of the 
right kind for each species. So 
scientists recently began to 
try various substances, like 
artificial RNA, to stimulate 
natural interferon production. 

The findings must now be 
extended to other virus infec- 
tions and to virus infections in 
humans before anyone can 
say am important discovery 
has surely been made.

Skin Cancer 
Afflicts Irish

genetic makeup of these 
people: 

Fortunately for those who 
are predisposed to skin can- 
cer—either ‘through excessive 
exposure to suniight’s ultra- 
violet radiations, or by genetic 
make-up, or a combination of 
both, this type of cancer is 
detectable early and surgi- 
cally curable. 

Skin cancer has the highest 
incidence of all cancers. 
About 105,000 cases occur 
annually in the United States, 
of which 5,000 die of it,

But the 
alternative, he said, could be a series of 
cataclysms” in various parts of the world. 


These are accidental upheavals in the environment — but 
we are now in a position to engineer others deliberately. 
Some biologists have been uttering urgent warnings about the 
proposal to build a sea-level canal linking the Pacific with the 
Atlantic near Panama. 

The Pacific is cold and its level is on average some six 
feet higher than the warm Atlantic water across the Isthmus. 
The tides are out of phase so water-level differences can at 
times be as much as 18 feet. 

No one knows what the effects of the canal would be, but 
there would be complicated and possibly drastic biological 
changes among marine animal and plant populations as they 
began to mix. It has even been suggested that large 
quantities of cold Pacific water flowing into the Caribbean 
could produce a new hurricane centre or affect the route of 
the Gulf Stream, 


The biological repercussions of such canals were 
drastically illustrated by the Welland Canal, which allowed 
sea lampreys to invade the Western Great Lakes. It took 
almost a century for their population to build up; then there 
was an “explosion,” and the Great Lakes fishvries were 
almost destroyed. The U.S._and Canada have already spent 
over $16 million on research and control measures.

Diversion Cost Unknown 


Another vast engineering scheme which might have 
unforeseen biological ér climatic effects is NAWAPA, a plan 
to divert 36 billion gallons of water from Alaska and northern 
Canada into the Colorado River to the south-west, and across 
Canada to the Great Lakes. 

In principle, it would solve the continent's. worst water 
problems for the next two -centuries— at a cost of 80,000 
million dollars invested over 30 years. But no one knows:-the 
effects of such a colossal shift in water distribution, and 
there seems no reliable way of finding out. 

Finally, there are some global effects of our rampaging 
civilization which may turn out to be extremely hazardous. 
Over the past hundred years, we have begun to consume 
fossil fuels at what is now a breakneck pace. 

During this period, we have as a result poured 360,000 
million tons of carbon dioxide into the atmosphere. It has 
been estimated that the flights of jet aircraft landing at New 
York alone now emit some 36 million tons of carbon dioxide 
into the air annually. 

This gas is responsible for a “greenhouse” effect which 
allows in heat from the sun but prevents it from escaping 
back into space. Space probes indicate that the atmosphere of 
Venus is extremely rich in carbon dioxide, with the result 
that its climate near the surface may be, in the words of one 
American scientist, ‘‘very. like hell." Our industrial activities 
may be heading us in the same infefnal direction. 

By the end of this century, we may have released enough 
carbon dioxide to raise the atmospheric temperature by two 
degrees centigrade. Quite soon, this trend could begin to have 
drastic ¢limatic effects, including melting the ice caps, which 
would eventually flood many of the world’s major cities. 

Perhaps fortunately, another global activity of Homo not- 
so-sapiens fs to pump ail kinds of dust and grit into the air. 
Recent measurements show that this is cutting off a 
noticeable quantity of sunshine and reflecting it back into 
space, thus offsetting the carbon dioxide warming effect. 
Indeed we might even be in a position to cool the earth and 
extend the ice caps by continuing to use the-atimosphere as a 
dustbin in this way. 


Locking Up Oxygen 


A still more remarkable possibility was recently outlined 
by Dr. Lamont C. Cole, Professor of Ecology at Cornell 
University in the U.S. By burning up fossil fuels, he says, we 
are not only releasing carbon dioxide, but locking up oxygen, 
thus gradually returning the earth to a more primitive state 
than before the emergence of man. 


The fossil fuels were deposited, he says, while green 
plants gradually built up the free oxygen in the atmosphere 
from its originally negligible amounts to its present level of 
some 20 per cent. Today, oxygen production by plants more 
or less exactly balances consumption by living organisms, 
But to this we have now added ar enormous combustign 
enterprise, oxidizing millions of tons of coal and oil each 
year. 

Furthermore, the total acreage of green plants is being 
steadily reduced. Professor Cole estimates that a million new 
acres of the U.S. is “paved” in some way annually, and 
thereby denied to oxygen-producing green plants and trees. A 
further load is imposed by vast quantities of sewage which 
are dumped in the sea and there oxidized. 

The effect of reducing the total amount of oxygen in the 
atmosphere would be equivalent to moving the . earth's 
population to a higher altitude. But the ecological effects on 
climate, vegetation and health of mountaineering on this 
global scale are quite unpredictable on present knowledge. 
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‘ Pollution Victim 


One could extend almost indefinitely this list of ways in 
which we are playing around ignorantly and often brashly 
with our planet — the only one we know of that is remotely 
habitable for organisms like ys. , 

There are hundreds of additives and chemicals used in 
foods; exotic compounds released by rockets among the 
delicate and obscure’ processes of the upper atmosphere; 
radioactive fallout and the problems of managing radioactive 
wastes from nuclear power stations; small earthquakes 
produced near Denver by boring deep wells and pouring 


chemical wastes down them; soil erosion and falling 
underground water levels in many regions; the havoc 
created by ill-conceived irrigation schemes. (Professor 


Lamont Oole says that the Aswan dam, designed to bring 
another million acres under irrigation, could eventually prove 
“the ultimate disaster for Egypt.’’), 


Attention to Detail 


But perhaps the point has been made. If we do not apply 
the brakes quite savagely to a number of current 
environmental trends, .or acquire a lot more ecological 
wisdom, or both, there will be some major and possibly 
irreversible catastrophes in the cventruy to come. 


It is almost impossible to generalize about remedies; 
ecological problems demand a meticulous attention to detail 
coupled with a capacity to see the wood as well as the trees. 
Most essential, perhaps, is a new state of mind. Two central 
characteristics of urban. civilization up to now have been 
“growth” and division of labor. These are at the root of 
many environmental problems, 


We have been buying growth by squandering planetary 
capital at a frightening pace — fuel capital, mineral capital, 
soil capital, water capital, even animal capital (many whole 
and fish populations seem likely never to recover from our 
triumphs of fishing technology). 


We have organized this spending spree in such a way that 
it is almost impossible for anyone to preceive the full 
environmental implications of the particular productive or 
consumptive activity he is engaged in. 


We consume our-food «with only the vaguest awareness 6f 
the web of biological processes in which its production is 
involved (remember how large numbers of people failed to 
see through a spoof BBC film show on one April, Fool's Day, 
purporting to record the “spaghetti harvest’’ in Italy). 

We use the air and rivers as sinks without inquiring too 
closely about the ultimate fate of our wastes — until some 
over-stressed biological process breaks down, whether it is 
the capacity of our lakes to digest sewage or our lungs to 
handie smog. J 

However inadequately, modern industrial societies have 
come to set limits on the exploitation of man by man. There 
are Factory Acts, welfare states, laws about cruelty and 
violence. But many of our technological triumphs derive from 
an exploitation of the earth by man. 

The next great step in civilization — which in our own 
interests we shall have to take long before we have solved 
many of: our other problems—will be to make effective 
provision for the welfare of the planet. We shall have to move 
from a violent exploitation of the environment to a 
knowledgeable and non-violent practicé of human ecology. 

And, just conceivably, the effort to avoid destroying the 
environment may prove good practice for finding ways of not 
destroying one another.

In some provinces, police 
vans take arrested demonstra- 
tors a few miles out of the city 
before releasing them, They 
have to walk back to their 
homes and this, it is felt, does 
them some good.

Giant Headache With All Tenant Aldermen?

Changes in the Municipal Act which give tenant electors 
the right to run for office this year could also be creating a 


Until. this year only property owners could be elected to 
municipal councils. Amendments to the act during the last 
session af the legislature cleared the way for any resident, 
whether owner or renter, to run for office. 

The only requirement the renter requires is that the has 
been on the voters’ list for two consecutive years. 

And this is where the trouble could start. 

Two years from now all municipal councils in the Greater 
Victoria area could conceivably have full councils elected from 
the ranks of home-renters, 


All would. be able to vote with full: freedom .on council 
business—but none of them would be able to vote on_any 
money bylaws brought before the people during their férms 
of office, 

The amendments, while clearing the way. for free elec- 
tions for all residents, did not make it possible for anyone 
except a property owner to vote on money ‘bylaws. 

“Tt could create a really serious situation a couple of 
years from now if-a full council, or evén a majority of coun- 


cil, came from thé ranks of tenant. electors,”” one senior city 


hall official said Tuesday. . 

“You would have a council pushing “for expenditures say 
for’ & big road building program, for new recreation facili- 
ties or even for a capital budget. 


“Presumably they would try to persuade the people to 
go for their proposals, but they wouldn't in the final analysis, 
be able to support those policies themselves, 

“In other words they would be advocating expenditures 
which only applied to property “owners, not themselves."” 

To date in ‘the city no tenant electors have come forward 
as possible candidates for city council, but there is still time 
before nomination deadline Monday. \ 

With four seats vacant on Dec. 7 Victoria has only: four 
candidates as yet seeking office. They are Harold Olafson, 
Ove’ Witt, Ald. Cecil Parrott and Ald. Percy Frampton,

Swedes Advocate

Emancipation of Men 


UNITED NATIONS (AP)—A new battle cry is 
being heard in the struggle for women’s rights. Put 
simply, it’s “emancipate the men!” 


A Swedish government re- 
port to the UN on the status 
of women says any attempt to 
give women an equal place in 
the. world without relieving 
their traditional burden of 
earing for home and children 
is doomed. 

Thus, the Swedes reckon, 
husbands should be ‘‘emanci- 
pated” from their work so 
they can devote more timé to 
cooking dinner, doing thé 
wash, taking Johnny to the 
dentist and other housewiifely 
chores. 

Undoubtedly this. would 
mean giving most men 
shorter working hours and 
educating and encouraging 
them to take a more active 
role in parenthood, the report 
Bays. 

Tt even goes so far as to 
note a suggestion voiced in 
some Swedish quarters that 
fathers are entitled to leaves 
of absence from their jobs— 
with pay—so they can stay at 
home while their children are 
young. 

SUPPORTS IDEA 

“The government is well 
aware that this view appears 
revolutionary and unrealistic 
in the eyes of the representa- 
tives of many other coun- 
tries,’ the Swedes admit. ‘A 
growing opinion in Sweden 
has, however, rallied to its 
support."’ 

In a country where four out 


of every 10 workers are 


women and 70 per cent of its 
women hold jobs of some sort, 
the problem of working 
mothers ‘in Sweden is a 
burning public issue. 

This lively debate, the re- 
port says, has fostered a new 
approach «involving a break 
from the traditional hab 
regarding these prob 
strictly as ‘Women’s ques- 
tion,”” 

The report also makes a 
number of other somewhat 
controversial points on the 
women’s rights question. 

Some examples: 

@ “The character of 


matrimony as an_ institution 
for the support of women 
according to the Occidental 


tradition has become an in- 
direct obstacle to her emanci- 
pation in modern industrial 
society."” 

@ If women are to have 
ful_equality, they must 
assume a greater share of 
what has traditionally been 
considered manly obligations, 
such as trade union and 
political. activity and sharing 
in the responsibility of pro- 
viding financial support for 
the childrén. 

@ Women should “not be 
able to acquire social status 
and. privileges automatically 
by virtue of theif husbands’ 
ce ‘ribution to public life.”

Gardening is in, parties are out for the majority 


of Greater Victoria's 

A “survey. on retirement 
habits re--~*y~-concluded-by 
the Capital Region Planning 


Board on a Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation 
grant, states that gardening 
and other work around the 
house is responsible for 52 per 
cent of the activities of 
retired persons. 

Parties and entertainment 
account for only seven per 
cent of activity—and even 
thc isn't too enthusiastic. 

Instead, the retired group 
prefers walking, hiking or 
fishing as an alternative to 
gardening (36 per cent of 
them) and hobbies, such as 
woodworking -(29 per cent). 

But even with gardening 
running high on the elderly 
interest chart it still isn't 
number one. 

In that position, with a solid 
56 per cent vote, is reading 
and writing with 80 per cent 
of the group indicating high 
interest, 

Regional planner A. H. 
Roberts .presented his . pre- 
liminary report to the CRPB 
Tuesday afternoon. 


BASE FOR NEEDS 

While stressing that the 
preliminary report was just a 
mass of figures tabulated by 
computer, Mr. Roberts noted 
that the information compiled 
would form a strong base for 
further studies on tfetirement 
needs and habits in 1969. 

Other information brought 
to light in phase one of the 
over-all study shows the 
majority of retifed people 
favoring single family dwell- 
ings to high-rise apartments 
but that they wanted those 
houses in relatively sheltered 
and quiet areas of the city.

St. John’s Church is not a 
large church, nor does it have 
the resonance necessary for 
producing a significant echo. 
The bright, modern Casavant 
instrument is large for the 
building, and its shrill bright 
clarity, unmellowed by soften- 
ing acoustics makes it difficult 
to play in a recital of appeal 
to the general public. 

The program opened with 


several works by Gibbons, 
and immediately it became 
apparent that Dr. - Hendrie 


commands a stunning tech- 
nical facility and understand- 
ing of organ tone. Even in the 
most difficult trills and fast 
passages, each note was clear 
and distinctly separated.

Alberta Oil Found 
By Colorful Men

It was on November 20, 
1946, that. the now-famous 
Leduc ‘oil well near Edmonton

been known for years ‘that 
there was oil in Alberta. The 
Edmonton ‘“Bulletin’’ reported 
a discovery at St. Albert in 


1892. Colorful ‘Kootenai’ 
Brown also found oil when he 
asked the Indians to look for a 
liquid like molasses and smell 
ing like kerosene that -would 
be coming out of the ground. 

There was a real boom in 
1913 when W. S. Herron, who 
beuled coal from Turner 
Valley to Okotoks, saw gas 


flame ! 

The Calgary Stock Ex- 
change in those days occupied 
part of a butcher shop. So 
many people flocked in to buy 
oil shares that the cash 
drawers were filled and it was 
necessary to put the money in 
wastepaper baskets! 

The boom didn't last long 


| but fortunes were made and 

lost. The Calgary Herald 

published a list of regulations 

said to have been imposed in 
the Palliser Hotel: be
